PREVENT STEEP ROAD CUTS|

Difficulty Usl.mll)r Expemenccd in
Mountains or Hilly Country Is in
Repairing Washouts.

In a mountainous or hilly country
where the roads must be bullt with
congiderable grade, one difficutly
which s usually experienced In thelr
maintenance 8 In repalring washouts

When a heavy shower falle upon
the road and adjolning country, water
will find its way to the depressions
worn by the wheels. It flows down
these depressions, gaining volume and
veloeity as It goes until the road sur-
face I8 eroded and deep ruts often
formed. The road which was good in
the begluning i8 now rough and rutty
and unpleasant and even dangerous to
travel over.

One of the very best methods for
preventing this cutting writes B, B.
House of the Colorado Agricultural
College is to bulld across the road at
intervals of two or three hundred feet,
ditches running entirely acrosgs the
road, These ditches should be about
one foot deep and perhaps three feet
wide. They should be so located that
they will discharge (heir water at
some distance from the road and in
s#uch places that the water will con-
tinue on down the hill from the road.
